The  External  Research  Program  of  the  Department  of  State  brings  to  bear  on 
foreign  policy  the  special  knowledge  and  insights  to  be  found  outside  the  Government 
in  universities,  nonprofit  research  organizations,  and  among  private  foreign  affairs 
experts.  Outside  studies  supplement  the  Department’s  own  in-house  research  capabilities 
and  provide  independent,  expert  views  to  policy  officers  and  analysts.  The  Department 
looks  to  external  research  to  help: 

•  Detect  or  clarify  situations  and  trends  in  foreign  affairs. 

•  Anticipate  international  problems  and  opportunities. 

•  Review,  evaluate,  and  plan  foreign  policies  and  programs — political,  economic, 
social,  technological,  cultural,  etc. 

•  Illuminate  and  improve  the  management,  organization,  and  conduct  of  U.S.  foreign 
relations. 

•  Improve  and  advance  theory,  n  and  data  in  disciplines  and  fields  which 

bear  on  foreign  affairs. 

The  Department  draws  on  external  research  in  a  number  of  ways  and  through  a 
variety  of  channels.  There  is  a  steady  exchange  of  information  and  ideas  between 
Department  officials  and  outside  specialists  engaged  in  research  on  foreign  affairs.  Al¬ 
though  much  of  this  free  flow  takes  place  informally,  there  are  several  formal  routes  for 
the  introduction  of  external  research  into  policy: 

•  Study  contracts  with  universities,  research  organizations,  or  individual  specialists. 
A  Department-wide  Research  Council  plans  and  coordinates  major  contract  studies. 

•  Use  of  private  experts  as  consultants. 

•  Organization  of  Department  research  conferences,  symposia,  roundtables,  and 
seminars. 

•  The  Foreign  Affairs  Research  Documentation  Center  which  collects  and  lends  a 
variety  of  research  papers  to  Government  officers. 

The  Department’s  External  Research  Program  also  benefits  from  and  contributes 
to  the  foreign  affairs  research  programs  supported  by  other  Government  departments  and 
agencies.  This  is  accomplished  through  an  interagency  committee  on  foreign  affairs 
research  chaired  by  the  Department  of  State  and  reporting  through  the  Under  Secretaries 
Committee  to  the  National  Security  Council  and  the  President.

THE  USC/FAR  ’’RESEARCH  UNIVERSE” 

The  scope  of  research  activities  to  be  included  in  USC/FAR  planning,  project  reporting  and  documentation  activities  is 
specified  in  the  USC/FAR  Terms  of  Reference  (published  in  a  Special  Supplement  to  the  May  1971  issue  of  FAR  Horizons). 
For  the  convenience  of  officers  in  Member  and  other  Agencies  who  supply  information  or  documents  for  USC/FAR  activities, 
pertinent  excerpts  from  the  Terms  of  Reference  are  reproduced  below: 

'The  USC/FAR  is  concerned  with  the  full  range  of  needs  of  the  national  security  foreign  affairs  process  which  may  be 
met  in  whole  or  in  part  from  research  involving  the  application  or  advancement  of  the  sociahbehavioral  sciences  or  humanistic 
studies." 

"The  USC/FAR  takes  the  broadest  possible  view  of  national  security  foreign  affairs,  and  concerns  itself  not  only  with  the 
political-military  dimensions  of  national  security  and  foreign  affairs  but  with  all  geographic  areas  and  the  full  range  of  func¬ 
tional  dimensions  of  international  affairs  in  which  the  distinctions  between  foreign  and  domestic  affairs  are  increasingly  blur¬ 
red.  Within  that  broad  view: 

"A.  The  USC/FAR  is  directly  concerned  with: 

"1 .  Ail  external  (contract  and  grant)  social-behavioral  and  humanistic  research  and  studies-^ 
supported  by  member  agencies  the  purposes  of  which  are: 

"a.  To  detect  or  clarify  situations  and  trends; 

"b.  To  anticipate  problems  and  opportunities; 

"c.  To  review,  evaluate,  and  plan  national  policies  and  programs-political,  military, 
economic,  social,  technological,  cultural,  etc. ; 

"d.  To  illuminate  and  improve  the  management,  organization,  and  conduct  of  national 
policy; 

"e.  To  improve  and  advance  theory,  methods,  and  data  in  disciplines  and  fields  which 
have  a  bearing  on  the  above  purposes. 

"2.  Such  external  research  activities  of  member  agencies  as: 

"a.  Short-term  or  ad  hoc  research  programs  and  projects; 

"b.  Continuing  research  programs  conducted  by  Federal  Contract  Research  Centers  or 
other  contractors  or  grantees; 

"c.  Research  abroad  funded  through  excess  foreign  currencies; 

"d.  Institutional  support  and  other  general-purpose  grants  to,  or  arrangements  with, 
academic  or  other  private  institutions  for  the  advancement  or  application  of  knowl¬ 
edge  relevant  to  foreign  affairs; 

"e.  Research  conferences,  symposia,  etc.; 

"f.  Data  and  information  collections,  services  and  systems  related  to  research. 

B.  The  USC/FAR  is  indirectly  concerned  (for  information  purposes—  only)  with  research  activities  in  the  above 
categories  of  nonmember  agencies." 


J/  Research  and  studies  in  the  social-behavioral  and  humanistic  fields  are  directed  toward  an  understanding  of  human  institutions  and  groups 
and  of  individuals  as  members  of  groups.  They  include  research  and  studies  of  the  implications  for  man  and  society  of  developments  in  the 
life,  physical,  and  environmental  sciences  and  in  mathematics  and  engineering.  The  social-behavioral  and  humanistic  disciplines  and  fields 
include:  anthropology,  demography,  economics,  geography,  history,  intercultura!  communications,  international  relations,  law,  linguistics, 
philosophy,  political  science,  psychology,  social  statistics,  sociology  and  various  multidisciplinary  combinations  thereof." 

2/  Currently,  the  information  purposes  of  the  USC/FAR  are  served  through  two  activities:  the  inventorying  of  government-supported  research 
projects  In  progress  and  operation  of  the  Foreign  Affairs  Research  Documentation  Center.

The  "U  S  "  region  should  be  used  only  if  a  program  plan  or  a  project  design  calls  for  part  of  the  research  effort  to  be  devoted  to  studj/  of 
a  U  S  attribute  or  aniTement  of  U.S.  behavior.  For  example,  a  study  of  U.S.  troop-community  relations  In  Korea  would  presumably  call  for 
some  research  attention  to  aspects  of  the  U.S.  as  well  as  of  Korea.  The  same  could  be  said  of  an  evaluation  of  the  program  of  a  bi-national  cen¬ 
ter  in  Peru  or  of  U  S  trade  with  the  EC.  However,  if  a  study  focuses  all  research  attention  upon  aspects  of  Korean  culture,  or  elements  of  Peru¬ 
vian  society  or  upon’EC  tariff  structures,  it  would  not  include  a  U.S.  element  even  though  the  purpose  of  the  study  might  wel  be  to  assist  in  the 
formulation  or  implementation  of  U.S.  policies  or  programs.  The  essential  distinction  is  between  content  and  purpose.  The  U.S.  region  should 
be  given  some  weight  only  if  the  content  of  the  project  or  program  focuses  in  some  part  upon  U.S.  behavior  or  attributes. 

GLOBAL 


The  "Global"  region  should  be  used  only  under  two  circumstances;  the  existence  of  either  one  justifies  putting  IOO/0  (rarely  a  smaller  por¬ 
tion)  ofthe  program  or  project  in  the  Global  category.  First,  the  Global  category  should  be  used  if  a  study  focuses  upon  matters  that  are  essen¬ 
tially  world-wide  in  scope.  For  example:  weighted  voting  in  the  UN,  the  international  law  of  the  sea,  population  and  political  developments, 
foreign  attitudes  toward  the  U.S.  Second,  the  Global  category  may  be  used  as  a  convenience  when  a  research  topic  or  project  ern braces  a  num¬ 
ber  of  the  other  nine  regions  in  ways  that  make  It  difficult  to  specify  the  emphasis  on  each.  For  example;  Comparative  Evaluation  of  Commu¬ 
nity  Development  Programs  in  LDC's;  Prospects  for  a  Five  Power  World  in  1980.

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II  -  FUNCTIONAL  CATEGORIES 

There  are  five  major  functional  categories.  These  are  Political-Social,  Military,  Economic,  Science-Technology,  and  General.  The  first 
three  of  these  major  categories  contain  a  number  of  more  specific  functional  categories  yielding  a  total  of  37  specific  categories.  Eighteen  of 
the  specific  categories  deal  with  aspects  of  life  within  nations  and  are  therefore  grouped  together  under  the  heading  National  Affairs.  The  re¬ 
maining  19  specific  categories  deal  with  types  of  relations  between  nations  or  between  elements  within  different  nations  and  are  therefore 
grouped  together  under  the  heading  International  Relations.  Each  of  the  37  specific  functional  categories  is  defined  below.  To  use  these 
definitions  most  effectively,  precede  each  statement  with  the  phrase,  "Does  the  research  deal  with.  .  ." 


POLITICAL-SOCIAL  MATTERS 


National  Affairs 

Government  (410)*  -  the  form,  structure,  and  functioning  of  govern- 
ment? 

Politics  (411)  -  the  way  in  which  competing  groups  attempt  to  gain 
control  of  a  political  entity  or  influence  policies? 

Culture,  Social  Organization,  Education,  Change  (4 1 2)  -  the  typical 
features  of  a  society;  the  structure  and  make-up  of  a  society  or  a 
component  of  a  society  including  the  system  of  social  relationships 
between  persons  and  among  groups;  processes  and  institutions  of  in¬ 
struction  and  learning;  linguistics;  and/or  the  effects  on  society  of 
development,  modernization,  urbanization  and  industrialization? 

Behavior,  Attitudes,  Ideology,  Law  (413)  -  individual  or  group  ac¬ 
tions  or  reactions  to  political  or  social  affairs;  expressions  of  opin¬ 
ions;  and/or  the  integrated  assertions,  theories,  and  aims  that  con¬ 
stitute  a  socio-political  program;  any  aspects  of  national  law? 
Population  (Demography),  Social  Services  (414)  -  the  size  and  other 
aspects  of  a  nation's  population  including  policies,  programs,  prob¬ 
lems  and  migration;  and/or  developments  responsive  to  health  and 
welfare  needs? 


International  Relations 

International  Ideologies  and  Movements  (460)  -  origins,  development, 
spread  and  consequences  of  transnational  ideologies  and  movements? 

International  Social,  Cultural,  Educational  Interactions  (461)  -  cross- 
cultural  contacts  (e.g.,  student  groups,  labor  unions),  and/or  interna¬ 
tional  cultural  exchanges  or  educational  programs? 

International  Communication-information  (462)  -  the  gathering,  dis¬ 
semination,  or  impact  of  information,  or  the  structure,  content,  and 
usage  of  language? 

International  Disputes  and  Settlement  Processes  (463)  -  the  causes 
and  development  of  International  disputes  and/or  the  use  of  political 
and  legal  devices  to  resolve  International  differences? 

international  Law-Substance  (464)  -  any  aspect  of  international  law, 
the  relationships  of  a  single  state  or  groups  of  states  to  such  law, 
and/or  the  effects  or  implications  of  international  law  for  domestic 
or  international  affairs? 

Global  and  Regional  Organizations  (465)  -  world  or  regional  organi¬ 
zations  that  promote  political,  social  and/or  educational  cooperation?

National  Strategy  and  Security  (420)  -  (1)  a  nation's  policy  or 
planning  in  a  way  which  focuses  upon  the  need  for  or  role  of  mili¬ 
tary  forces  in  achieving  national  objectives,  or  (2)  a  nation's  concern 
for  its  own  military  defense  or  security? 

National  Military  Forces  and  Weapons  (421)  -  military  components 
such  as  level  of  forces,  armaments,  bases,  installations;  chemical, 
nuclear,  and  biological  weapons,  etc.? 

Arms  Control-National  Policies  and  Conditions  (422)  -  (1)  national 
policies  aimed  towards  limiting  development  and/or  use  of  arma¬ 
ments  and  weapons  systems,  and  (2)  the  domestic  conditions  which 
have  a  bearing  on  such  limitations? 


International  Relations 

Arms  Control— Relations  and  Interactions  (480)  -  discussions  and/or 
agreements  among  two  or  more  nations  which  attempt  to  or  do  limit 
the  development  and/or  use  of  armaments,  or  with  international  con¬ 
ditions  which  have  a  bearing  on  such  limitations? 

International  Conflict,  Security  and  Peacekeeping  (481)  -  (1)  the 
likelihood  or  conduct  of  armed  conflict  between  or  among  nations, 
including  external  involvement  in  internal  conflict,  or  (2)  interna¬ 
tional  security  arrangements,  external  counter-insurgency  measures 
or  international  peacekeeping  arrangements? 

International  Psychological  Operations  (482)  -  attempts  to  influence 
the  thoughts,  beliefs,  and  actions  of  individuals  or  groups  through 
explanatory  appeals,  proddings,  and  general  propagandizing? 

Military  Assistance  and  Sales  (483)  -  assistance,  including  advisory 
services,  and  sales  of  military  equipment  and  related  commodities? 


National  Affairs
